THE BLAINE CAMPAIGN, 

Nothing is clearer to the student of American 
politics than the difference between the present 
political campaign (so far as regards the republi- 
can party) and all the elections for president, 
since the close of the late civil war. 

For the first time in twenty years the battle is 
being fought on new issues, and with new 
roundings. Hitherto the “bloody shirt,’’ and 
“southern outrages,” have held the republican 
voters together, and mighty factors they have 
shown them selves to be. | 

jut the scene has changed. 
has, so far, been marked by excessive bitterness 
and disgusting personalities, there 
little talk about the war, and so little excitement 
resulting from feeble attempts ‘‘to fire the north- 
ern heart,’’ as to make the political situation very 
different, and very uncertain, as to republican 
success, 

The republican party had at the outset the vant- 
age ground, resulting from long tenure of office, 
thorough organization, and the natnral desire to 
hold its power and supremacy. It is the candid 
opinion of the writer, however, that history does 
not afiord a parallel to the persisteucy, activity 
and strength of the democratic party at ot gee 
when so many nationa. defeats have attended its 

rogress since the war, and if it could now add lo 

its present prosperity the before mentioned ele- 
ments of strength and working power fourd in 
the opposition, no combination would be able to 
check its onward course to an overwhelming vic- 
tory. 

The combatants are face to face and the struggle 
continually reminds a close observer of the fight 
between France and Germany in the last decade. 

The French, like the republican party, 

had a great reputation us successit! 
fighters. Louis Napoleon also had the prestige 
and name of his uncle to back him. France took 
a never-jailing delight in wars and in revolutions, 
and to the outside world presented a most formi- 
dable appearance. Napoleon’s goverment had led 
france up to a higher degree of material prosperi- 
ty than she had ever reached before, but there was 
insecurity and rottenness within. The edifice was 
showy, but the foundations were weak. All the 
powers of the government were used to gain ap- 
plause or to purchase support. 

The war brought all these deficiencies to light. 
The deceptiohs that were substituted for realities, 
worked their pitiless way tothe front. The em 
peror leant upon his soldiery—and was afraid of 
their power—could not offend them by discipline.
